1600 Participate In. 
Camp Grayling Exit Poll 


Sixteen hundred Crawford County voters took the time on. 
Tuesday, November 8, to participate in the Camp Grayling 
exit poll survey, The survey was conducted by GHS govern- 
ment students for Governor Blanchard’s Camp Grayling 
Management Advisory Committee. It was intended to pro- 
vide the committee with more information regarding the pos- 
itive and negative affects of Camp Grayling’s activities on 
the residents of Crawford County. 

Of the 5124 residents who voted during the November 
General Election, only 4276 voters were able to take part in 
the survey. The other 854 residents voted using absentee 
ballots. Of the 4270 able.to participate in the survey, 1600 or 
38% completed and returned their survey sheets. 

The results of the exit poll survey will be turned over to 
the Camp Grayling committee on Friday, December 2, when 
they meet in an executive session at the Ralph A. MacMullan 
Conference Center at Higgins Lake. 


Results of the survey will be made public shortly there- 


after. 


_ Children Fooled by New Packaging 
of LSD, Acid, and Other Drugs 


LSD, acid, and other drugs are being sold as brightly 
colored tattoos, stickers, and stamps that could easily fool a 
young child, according to an Eagles Auxiliary national news- 
letter. 

LSD is being sold throughout the U.S. as a form of a tat- 


too called ‘Blue Star.”’ It comes on a small sheet of white ‘ 


paper containing blue stars the size of a pencil eraser. Each 
star is soaked with LSD, Each star can be removed and drug 
users place them in their mouths. Some LSD can be absorbed 
through the skin simply by handling the paper. 

Acid is being sold on brightly colored paper tabs re- 
sembling postage stamps that have pictures of Superman, 
butterflies, clowns, Mickey Mouse, and other Disney charac- 
ters. Older children have been caught giving small children 
free “tattoos” laced with drugs. 

A red stamp called ‘(Red Pyramid” is also being dis- 
tributed along with ‘“‘Micro Dots” in various colors, Another 
kind called ‘‘Window Pane” has a grid that can be cut out. 

Some of the drugs sold in this way have reportedly been 
laced with strychnine, a Jethal] substance. 

The Crawford County Sheriff Dept. said most of these 
drugs have been found in Crawford County.

Car-Deer Accidents Peak 
During Fall in Crawford County 


The Crawford County Sheriff Department’s weekly com- 
plaints listing has indicated a dramatic increase of car/deer 
accidents over the past several weeks. 

According to the Farm Bureau Insurance Company, 
Michigan’s deer herd population is the second largest in the 
nation. 

Statistics issued by the Michigan State police for Craw- 
ford County show that in 1987 there were 236 car/deer acci- 
dents, injuring five persons. State-wide, Michigan drivers 
were involved in 38,927 car/deer accidents, injuring 1,751 per- 
sons, and causing the deaths of four persons.. 

Statewide figures show car/deer accidents occur the 
most during September, October, and November. 
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New Construction Tops *10 Million In County

New construction, expansion of existing 
facilities, remodeling projects and the in- 
flux of new businesses have all contributed 
to the continued economic and physical 
growth of Crawford County. 

In the first ten months of 1988 building per- 
mits were issued bythe Crawford County 
Building and Zoning Department, Grayling 
Township and Lovells Township for con- 
struction in the following categories: 


Single family dwellings.......... 99 permits 
Garages .........0. eee eee 153 permits 
Additions/Remodeling ......... 113 permits 
Commercial (new and additions) ..... 18 permits 
Industrial ssc vioy cccseta se eewen ses 3 permits 


These permits represent an investment of 
over $10,000,000 in. Crawford County, and 
does not include any building permit re- 


newals issued in previous years; construc-_ 


tion projects that are either ongoing or in 
the completion stages. 

Crawford County’s growth is a partner- 
ship between the community’s private, pub- 
lic and business sectors. Examples of a few 
construction projects included:

of the $10 million in building permits. 
Driving around the County evidences this 
new residential construction, as well as the 
expansion of existing homes and the con- 
struction of new garages and outbuildings 
such as storage buildings and pole barns.

Public construction includes: the new 
North Central Mental Health facility, the re- 
paving of the airport runway by the Michi- 
gan Department of Military Affairs and the 
Michigan Aeronautics Commission, the new 
Assembly of God Church, the Gazebo Park, 
the berming around the Crawford County 
Courthouse, and the new Crawford County 
Public Transit offices and garages. 

BUSINESS 

Expansion of the business community in 
the County includes new construction and 
the expansion of existing facilities, and the 
opening of new businesses. This growth in- 
cludes: the new Pat Gale Agency office on 
the old Moose Lodge site, the Fox Run Golf 
Course on Four Mile Road, Hardee’s Res-

Judge Rules Camp Grayling 
Negligent in Youth’s Death 


An Ingham County Judge has ruled that 
Camp Grayling was negligent in the death of 
17-year-old Joseph Anderson and ordered 
the state to pay more than $1.1 million to the 
victim’s family. 

Circuit Court Judge Thomas Brown deter- 
mined that officials at Camp Grayling did 
not follow their own safety regulations. 
Brown heard the negligence lawsuit as a 
Michigan Court of Claims judge. He stated 
that he expects the state to appeal this 
decision. 


Joseph Anderson was killed at his 
family’s summer home on K.P. Lake on 
Sunday, August 15, 1982, when a 105 Pro- 
jectile shell containing white phosphorus ex- 
ploded. The shell had been taken from a 
Camp Grayling range. 

Anderson’s brothers, James, 21, and 
Michael, 25, were standing nearby when the 
shell exploded. James received 2nd and 3rd 
degree burns over 50% of his body. 
Michael's burns were less serious. Both 
young men were flown to Ann Arbor for 
treatment. .

" Officer issued the following statement from. 


the Department of Military Affairs: 

“While the Department of Military Af- 
fairs deeply regrets the death of Mr. Ander- 
son and sympathizes with the family in its 


loss, we do not feel that we in any way 
caused his unfortunate accident. We believe 
that a reading of the trial transcript will 
show that: 

1. All evidence indicated that the un- 
exploded round was taken from the impact 
area, which is and always has been off 
limits to all civilian use. 

2. The family knew that it was an unex- 
ploded round, that the father said that it was 
dangerous and indicated that he was going 
to call the authorities to come and remove 
it, but never made such a call. 

3. All witnesses agreed that if today, the 
unexploded round was still where it landed 
inside the impact area, Mr. Anderson would 
still be alive. 

4, No evidence was presented at the trial 
that indicated that we had failed to follow 
our safety regulations. 

For those reasons we are disappointed in 
the court’s decision and feel confident that 
we will prevail on appeal.

Phillips Given Life 
Sentence for Murder 


John Paul Phillips, 26, of Grayling, was 
sentenced to life imprisonment for the death 
of 18-year-old Tracy Lorraine Moon, also of 
Grayling. ; 

Sentencing took place on Monday, Novem- 
ber 21, by Circuit Judge Alton Davis. 

Phillips was transferred to the Reception 
and Guidance Center at the State Prison of 
Southern Michigan at Jackson on Tuesday, 
November 22, where an evaluation of his 
security and placement needs will be con- 
ducted. 

Probation Officer, David Lemmen, ex- 
plained that it will be approximately 10 
years before Phillips’ case will be reviewed 
for parole. Any parole recommendations 


made by the state corrections department 


must be submitted to the sentencing judge, 
or his successor, and the Judge can either 
approve or deny the parole. 

Phillips was convicted of second degree 
murder on September 30. His three day trial 
took place in Otsego County, when a change 
of venue was mutually agreed upon by both 
the Crawford County Prosecuting Attorney 
and the defendant’s attorney. 

Grayling City police found Moon’s body at 
7:00 a.m, on Monday, February 8, on the 
bedroom floor of her duplex apartment, 
with a knife laying nearby. Moon was seven 
months pregnant, and in the early stages of 
the investigation a double murder charge 
was contemplated. 

Moon is survived by a two-year-old son.

Future building projects currently in the 
planning stages includes the development of 
Riverbend Estates (the Rayburn property) 
which will involve the construction of an 18 
hole public golf course and the sale of 220 
building sites, a $1.3 million DNR Field Of- 
fice, a motel complex between Hardee’s and 
the new convenience center, the expansion 
of the Pizza Hut, and construction of new of- 
fices and garages by the Crawford County 
Road Commission. | 

How this new growth will affect Crawford 
County financially is difficult to forecast be- 
cause of various determining factors. Bor- 


chers explained that not all building permits 
applied for in 1988 will be used in 1988, and 
that construction can only be taxed on the 
value of the completed portion of the 
project. He also said that not all construc- 
tion will generate new tax revenue and that 
property tax can be computed differently 
for residential and industrial and commer- 
cial property. The North Central Mental 
Health facility and the Crawford County 
Public Transit properties are tax exempt. 

Residential property is taxed by the ad 
valorem rate which is 1/2 the value of the 
property times the millage rate. As an in- 
centive to have industrial and commercial 
companies invest in Crawford County, a re- 
duced tax formula, the Industrial Facility 
Tax (which is 1/2 the value of the property 
times 1/2 the millage rate) is offered to new 
commercial enterprises. This rate can 
either be permanent, or for a specific num- 
ber of years. . 

Whatever the economical affects of the 
new construction on the County, a Sunday 
drive through Crawford County is all that is 
needed to attest to the County’s physical 
growth,

Printing the truth isn’t quite as simple as 
it seems, especially in a small town like 
Grayling, Frederic, or Lovells. 

Sometimes what you don’t print can be as 
important as what you print. 

In a Publishers’ Auxiliary column pub- 
lished Nov. 14, 1988, these excerpts were 
printed from a Texas editor who operated a 
weekly newspaper around 1899, It seems the 
Texas editor got fed up with some com- 
plaints about errors in the paper so he re- 
solved to tell the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth. 

Here’s what was actually published: 

* “John Coyle, our groceryman, who 
voted with the Republicans in 1896 and con- 
sumes more mail-order whisky than any 
other member of the Baptist church in this 
country, is doing a poor business. His store 
is dirty and dusty. It is a wonder he has any 
business at all.” 

* “The Reverend Sty preached last Sun- 
day night at the Christian church. His ser- 
mon was punk and uninteresting, except 
some stuff he quoted from Bob Ingersoll, for 
which he failed to give Bob any credit. He 
also recited a few passages from one of 
William Elbert Munsey’s sermons and had 
the gall to palm it off as his own.” 

* “Dave Chartier died at his home two 
miles north of his place last Thursday night. 
Doc Holderness, who is an old friend of the 
family, attended him a few minutes before 
he died. He gave it out that Dave died of the 
heart failure. That is a lie! Dave died from

Texas Recommended 
For Supercollider. 


Michigan apparently lost its bid for the $6 
billion federal Superconducting Super Col- 
lider project as Texas was named by the 
U.S. Department of Energy as the recom- 
mended site. Officials in September had 
asserted the two states were the top finalists 
among seven states still under considera- 
tion for the project. _ ; 

A final environmental impact statement 
is now to be prepared for the Texas site and 
President Reagan is to make the final deci- 
sion to locate the 53-mile-circumference 
facility before he leaves office in January. 

Energy Secretary John Herrington said 
the Texas site was superior to others, based 
on geology, regional resources and environ- 
mental criteria. , 

He said the farmland area south of Dallas 
‘‘elearly” received the highest overall tech- 
nical evaluation ratings and exhibited no 
significant overall weaknesses. ; 

Governor James J. Blanchard said he was 
surprised by the announcement, coming 
within 48 hours of the election, adding he 
would look to the state’s ‘powerful Congres- 
sional delegation” to pursue its meaning 
and timing. 

The governor also asked the DOE to pro- 
vide a full explanation of its decision to 
Michigan officials. 

Aides said they did not know if Michigan 
has any options left to consider in trying to 
win the pure research facility. 

Press secretary Tom Scott said the 
governor wants to make sure the project is 
managed in the best interests of the country 
and that the decision was made on the basis 
of merit, not politics. 

He said if a strong perception grows that 
politics led the decision, Congress will not 

. fund the project.

Preserving Wild Game 


And Venison Takes Care

Many deer hunters have 
bagged their buck or doe and 
will be preserving venison 
for the weeks and months to 
come. Like all meat, venison 
and other wild game need to 
be handled carefully. Meat is 
perishable, but following a 
few good safety tips will 
allow you to enjoy flavorful 
and safe game. 

Gut wild game as soon as 
possible and remove shot 
and splintered bone. Avoid 


, breaking or cutting the in- 


testines or stomach — fluids 
from these organs contain 
bacteria that could contami- 
nate the meat. If possible, 
wipe the body cavity with a 
cloth dipped in a solution

vinegar. Cool the meat 
quickly to 32 to 40 degrees F 
to prevent spoilage and bac- 
terial growth. This can be a 
problem if the weather turns 
warm. 

Cleaned game can be 
cooked right away, refrig- 
erated for one to two days, 
smoked, canned or frozen. 

When freezing game, cut 
large portions into meal- 
sized quantities. This will 
present defrosting a larger 
quantity than you need. Be 
sure to wrap game in plastic 
freezer bags or other con- 
tainers recommended for 
freezing food. Label each 
package with the date 
stored, the type of meat, the 
cut, the number of servings 
and/or the weight. Pack

your freezer loosely so that 
each meat package will 
freeze solid within 24 hours. 
Thaw al! meats in the refrig- 
erator, not on a counter at 
room temperature. 


Meat from small and large 
game may be canned safely 
in a pressure canner. Large 
game may be ground, chunk- 
ed or cut into strips before 
canning, while small game 
— including game birds — 
may be canned with or with- 
out bones. Label your can- 
ned game with the date, the 
type of meat and the style of 
pack (chunked, stripped, 
ground, etc.) For complete 
procedures for canning 
game, contact Gail Ed- 
wards, Extension Home 
Economist at 348-2841 ext.

On many Sunday afternoons in the early 
1900’s, Simon and Harriet Keway’s farm 
near Harbor Springs was the site for big 
gatherings with family and friends. When 
their only surviving son, Charles F’. Keway 
Sr., celebrated his 90th birthday this fall, his 
family may have had Grandma and Grand- 
pa Keway’s Sunday gatherings in mind as 
they planned his party. 

Keway’s five children and their spouses 
were in Grayling on Sunday, September 11, 
as were his grandchildren, great grand- 
chhildren, nieces and nephews and local 
friends — 40 in all — to gather first at Chief 
Shoppenagon Hotel for dinner and gifts and 
later at Hanson Hills for fellowship. 


Keway was born on September 9, 1898, in 
Harbor Springs. While the passing years 
have greatly dulled his hearing, they have 
failed to dull his many memories and his 
wry sense of humor. ‘‘Those were great 
days,’”’ he remembers, referring to Sundays 
on his parents’ farm. ‘“They always had a 
big deal on.” 

When asked about the food that was 
served, he says with a grin, ‘I don’t know 
too much about it, but I know what it tasted 
like!” He does recall that his mother cooked 
meat in special ways, and made corn soups 
and puddings. ‘She chopped up that corn 
fine. They liked her corn soup, my gosh.’’ He 
explains that she used the multi-colored In- 
dian corn rather than the light yellow maize, 
because she could work it better. 

Mother Harriet Kosequet of Goodhart, 
and father Simon Keway, who was raised 
around Charlevoix, Petoskey and Harbor 
Springs, were both Ottawa (Odawa) In- 
dians. Keway’s friend Pat Fowler explains 
that there are only a few Native Americans 
left in northern Michigan who speak Odawa, 
and it is important to him to speak with 
those who still do. Much of the Odawa heri- 


tage is in the language itself and speaking it 
stimulates his memories as well, she adds. 

In 1944, after his parents died, Keway 
moved his family to Grayling, where he cut 
timber. They lived in a house on Spruce 
Street, between the Methodist Church and 
the Grange Hall, until it burned down in 
1956. So Keway began building a new home, 
in which he still lives, just off M-72 West 
near Karen Woods. His wife Margaret died 
in 1976, and since then Keway has lived 
alone. 

But his five children — Phil, Marie, Jim, 
Chuck and Bill — live close enough to visit 
regularly. And his family has grown over 
the years to include 15 grandchildren and 15 
great grandchildren. He looks at family 
photos in his albums as he speaks, and often 
pauses to grin or chuckle at the memories 
particular ones evoke. “I’ve got a good 
family,’’ he says. 

Keway remembers hearing about Gray- 
ling when he was: young. ‘The AuSable 
River was supposed to be anyone’s river be- 
cause it had the unusual ‘majigan’ (gray- 
ling).” It was an unwritten rule that the Au- 


Sable should stay open for anyone who - 


wanted to fish it — even the Sioux, who were 


_ then enemies of the Odawa. 


As Keway flips through the pages of his al- 
bum — many of them featuring photos of 
family gatherings recent and long past — he 
comes to a photograph of Lakeview Ceme- 
tery in Harbor Springs, a traditional Odawa 
resting place. ‘Margaret is lying there,” he 
says. “I'll be there with her someday. My 
parents and my brother are buried there. 
That's the place waiting for me.” 

But that place and those family members 
must wait a while yet. There are still more 


stories to be told, more letters to be written, ° 
more books to be read, more Sundays. with . 
other family members and friends to be en- : 
joyed. Charles Keway still has much to live | 


for.

Last week I was sorting, 
and moving artifacts that 
have been donated to the 
Hartwick Pines Friends 
Group. Among the numerous 
ilems were a number of 
chisels of various sizes de- 
signed originally for a 
variety of jobs. Chisels, no 
matter their size, are de- 
signed to remove super- 
fluous wood from holes or 
surfaces. 

There was one that would 
have qualified as a firming 
or forming chisel. Its main 
job was to remove the wood 
between two auger holes to 
make a mortise. A firming 
chisel has a socket for a 
wood handle and the cutting 


edge will be at least two 
inches wide. When our an- 
cestors were building barns, 
the joint favored for joining 
large timbers was the mor- 
tise angtenon. 


Another large chisel with a 
socket was the framing 
chisel with a cutting edge 
from two and a half up to 
four and a half inches wide. 
This chisel was designed for 
heavy cutting and was 
struck with a heavy mallet. 
This and the firming chisel 
both have straight cutting 
edges while still another 
large chisel cailed a slick 
has a cutting edge some two 
to four inches wide with 
rounded corners on the bevel 


edge. A slick will often be 
over two feet long and some 
were as much as three feet 
long. It is designed to be used 
with both hands and a 
shoulder, like a giant plane. 
The length and the rounded 
corners are the trademarks 
of the slick. 

Another tool used in the 
mortise chisel. It usually 
doesn’t have a socket for the 
handle, but a tang over 
which the handle fits. The 
mortise chisel was short and 
its shank was almost square. 
This chisel was used to 
square the rounded corners 
inside the mortise hole. 
There were other chisels; 
but more on that another 
time. 


Resource Review 


A concern frequently 
voiced by people who seldom 
see the countryside is based 
upon the large amount of 
timber cutting which is oc- 
curring throughout the 
northern part of the state. It 
seems as if everywhere one 
looks, large tracts of land 
have been clearcut. There is 
no denying that a lot of forest 
land has been cut, but there 
is no need to be concerned. 


The Department of 
Natural Resources Forest 
Management Division, act- 
ing under a mandate from 
the Governor’s office, has 
done much the last few years 
to’ stimulate the forest 
products industry. Several 
hundred people in Crawford 
and Roscommon Counties 
depend, either directly or in- 
directly, on this industry for 
their livelihood.

But there is more than 
economics included in this 
activity. A large stand of 
mature trees is 2 biological 
desert for most species of 
wildlife. In the late 1800’s the 
lumberjack saw hardly any 
deer as he cut the white pine 
in Northern Michigan. After 
the trees were gone and new, 
thick, growth returned, the 
deer population began to 
flourish as food and shelter 
became available. This 
eventually resulted in the 
health population of deer we 
had in the 40’s and 50’s. In 
fact, we nad so many deer 
that certain unpopular man- 
agement techniques were 
implemented to prevent the 
starvation of a deer herd 
grown too Jarge for its winter 
food supply. 


Game and forest mana- 
gers have learned that a 


coordinated plan of timber 
harvest and hunting 
regulations will help to 
maintain a healthy and 
balanced wildlife population. 


For example, where do 
knowledgeable grouse, 
woodcock and deer hunters 
go? Certainly not into 
mature stands of jack pines. 


These sportsmen are found 
in areas where there is re- 
growth from a timber cut. 
Generally, five to eight 
years after a tract is cut, 
thick, protective new growth 
offers the habitat these 
species need for survival, 


As for the concerns of peo- 
ple that we are going to run 
out of wood, foresters esti- 
mate that overall, we are 
growing wood faster than we 
are cutting it.

The little shop, located at 
218 Michigan Avenue next 
door to Flowers by Josie, is 
the creation of Bo Jyla and 
Sharon Huss. It is the 
product of a new partnership 
that was formed on Septem- 
ber Ist, when Sharon be- 
came part owner of the then 
Grandma’s Dolls. 

Grandma’s Dolls had been 
a thriving business featuring 
the sale and making of hand- 
made dolls. Bo ‘“Grandma”’ 
opened the business in July 
of 1985 and the popularity of 
the business and classes took 
off at such a pace, that two 
years later Bo was threaten- 
ing to sell, because she was 
too busy to enjoy what she 
does best, make and teach 
doll making. 

Bo began asking her 
friends, ‘“‘Does anyone want 
to buy my business?” But 
when she was asked by 
Sharon about selling, Bo hes- 
itated. She did not really 
want out, what she wanted 
was help, someone to run the 
business, and jet her make 
dolls. The partnership was 
formed, and soon after that, 
Victoriana was created. 

Bo Jyla and her husband 
August moved north from 
LanSing in 1981. They bought 
a 50-acre woodland in Kal- 
kaska County, and built their 
home themselves. Their 
home has neither electricity 
or telephone service. Bo 
sews all her doll clothes on 
an old Singer treadle sewing 
machine. 

Before moving north, Bo 
worked as a_ research 
assistant of aquatic ecology 
for Dr. William E. Cooper at 
Michigan State University. 

Sharon moved to Grayling 
in 1971 with her husband, 
John, when he became 
Crawford County’s prose- 
cuting attorney. She has four 
children, and before coming

to Grayling worked as an 
executive secretary to the 
director of the University 
Musical Society in Ann Ar- 
bor. 

Victoriana features three 
merchandise areas. Dolls, 
doli making classes, and 
supplies such as greenware, 
wigs, eyes, shoes, and cloth- 
ing (finished and patterns) 
make up 1/3 of the business. 
Victoriana also offers limit- 
ed edition dolls that are sign- 
ed and numbered by the art- 
ist. 

Books, special classical 
and coffee table books, make 
up a second 1/3 of the busi- 
ness. These books consist of 
children’s classics including 
e.e. cummings’ Little Tree; 
The Random House Book of 
Poetry for Children, selected 
by Jack Prelutsky and illus- 
trated by Arnold Lobel; and 
Reeve Lindbergh’s The Mid- 
night Farm with paintings 
by Susan Juffers. Bo and 
Sharon pointed out that 
books for the shop are 
selected because of quality 
of materials, illustrations, 
and workmanship. Other de- 
lightful children’s books in- 
clude pop-ups and musical 
books to .be treasured for 
years tocome. 

Shoppers looking for a 
book for 4 special adult will 
find such books as Game In 
Season (The Orves Cook- 
book) by Romi Perkins, The 
Laura Ashley Book of Home 
Decorating, Barbara Milo 
Ohrbach’s The Scented 
Room, and The Birds 
Around Us — created and 
designed by the editorial 
staff of Ortho Books. These 
books are also of the finest 
workmanship, worthy of dis- 
play in any home decor. 

The final 1/3 of Victoriana 
consists of a wide variety of
